Approval of this request 
was granted on 25 Novenber 1950. 


2, The requested amount of $500 was made on the basis of 
an estimate for tutoring of two persons at a recognized language 
25X1A9a school. Mr. was unable to undertake the program imme- 
25X1A9q diately, so Mr. has gone ahead alone. The rate for tutor- 
ing of a single student has been found to be. $380 rather than 
the estimated $250, and it has been found that the student is 
required to purchase special texts in connection with his course 
in the amount of approximately $10.00. 


3, Authority is requested for payment of an additional 
25X1A9@ 4140 to enable Mr. I to complete this course of special lan- 
guage instruction.
